PETUNIAS 


For masses of flowers all summer long, nothing will - 
equal a bed of petunias, Especially satisfactory because 
no insect bothers this plant, They should be started in- 
doors in March or in the cold frame in April. The best 
medium for germinating petunia seeds indoors is sphag- 
num moss or Mica-Gro. ;
